Mr  Geo.  W.  Cook  from  Park  Center 
dilated  upon  the  discreditable  conditioned 
our  Poor  llonse.  and  he  also  weut  for  an¬ 
nexation  a*  the  best  way  to  get  improve¬ 
ments. 

Mr.  Ho  be  it  Peele  from  Weal  end  rather 
coincided  with  the  preceding  speakers  aa 
to  the  probable  advantages  ot]  annexation 
as  there  is  no  authority  here  now  to  enforce 
certain  improvement*  that  arc  both  deair 
able  and  necessary. 

Mr.  J.  Banks  Kctord,  Irom  West  end  re 
plied  to  the  complaint  of  a  previous  speak 
er  about  the  Poor  House  and  defended  the 
Council  against  any  cruelty  on  that  score 
si  the  inmates  are  really  better  fed  than 
some  of  our  citizens  who  lake  care  of 
themselves.  He  also  seemed  rather  dis¬ 
posed  to  succumb  to  the  fascinating  em 
braces  of  Newark  which  be  supposed  was 
our  manifest  destiny. 

Mr.  Frauk  Bliss  from  West  end  spoke  on 
tbwPoor  House  question  and  seemed  satis¬ 
fied  with,  whut  the  town  is  doiug  for  its 
poor.  He  was  inclined  to  kslisvs  that 
sooner  or  later  Newark  wouhl  get  us  within 
her  coils. 

Dr.  Mucfarlane  from  Park  Center  agreed 
wi'h  thu  other  speakers,  and™  ought  he 
should  favor  annexation. 

Some  other  gentlemen  made  brief  re- 
remarks.  The  value  and  importance  of 
gas  light  in  ts  influence  upon  the  growth 
and  prosperity  of  the  town  was  allowed. 

It  was  suggested  that  we  want  better  ac¬ 
commodations  oi  trains  in  the  cveuitig. 

It  was  also  deemed  important  that  Wc 
have  our  town  properly  laid  out.  our  Park 
improved,  and  u  well  devised  system  ot 
drainage  established. 

The  Irce  conversation  was  generally  sat 
istactery  and  of  favorable  tendency.  On 
motion  it  was  resolved  to  hold  another 
similar  meeting  to  lie  called  by  the  Euclei 
an  Bociety,  with  intention  aa  we  under¬ 
stand  of  further  and  chiefly  discussing 
annexation.
